The H}x*aker called upon the ser­ 
geant-at-arms to remove them .

shouted defiance. 
The deputy sergeant-

they refused. 
Then a num ber of offi­ 
cers and policemen entered to enforce 
removal. , 
Eugene Cream member for Southeast 
Cork, struggled desperately against re­ 
moval and there was quite a fro© Ugh* 
on the floor lasting live m inutes, other 
Irishmen assisting him. 
Eventually he 
was carried out bodily by six policemen 
amid yells and cheers. 
The policemen then returned and car­ 
ried out eaeh of the rem aining recalci­ 
trants in the same manner, although 
there was no further act aul resistance, 
Six policemen sufficed for each member 
w ith the exception of Mr. Flavin, who 
is a big man and required eight. 
Many, as they were being carried out, 
wa veil their hands and shouted “ God 
Save Ireland.” Those who were re­ 
moved included Messrs. John Culliman, 
Patrick W hite, Patrick McHugh, W il­ 
liam London, W illiam Abraham, P at­ 
rick Dugan, Anthony Donelan, Jam es 
Gilhooty, Thomas McGovern and Jere­ 
miah Jordan. 
There were still about 50 Irishm en 
when the row was over, but they re­ 
fused to appoint any tellers for a divis­ 
ion.
